Private Checks.

Important. 

It occasionally happens (very seldom) that 
an order is lost in coming to ns, or the goods 
in going to the customer.

There will be a fair growth the first year, 
but you should not disturb this, even if plants are 8 
to 10 inches apart ; but it looks all right for the next 
year, when you can cut all the way from 3 to 5 tons, 
and the following year still more, and so on for years. 

A. H. M., Utah, says of its culture : “It should be cut 
when in full bloom. A little old is better than when 
too young • when the bloom is ready to fall off is not 
too late. Do not cut too much at once; for if you al- 
low a rain to fall on your hay after it is cut it will not 
be worth more than one-half for feed. Do not let 
hungry cattle get on it while green, especially when 
wet, for it will bloat them, which is apt to result in 
death. If you wish to pasture it, first feed your stock 
all they can and will eat, and then turn them on the 
green Lucerne, and no harm will come to them. It is 
the best thing to renew old, worn-out land that I ever 
saw, and there is not a weed in this country that can 
stand before it.”
